THE TREASURY DEFALCATIONS. 


THE SECRETARY OF BTATE’S 
DEBPATCH. 

‘A long correspondence on the subject 
of the recent Treasury defatcatione (which 
want of apace provente ua from publishing 
at proscot), was laid on the Connoil table 
to-day. We give below s letter from the 
Colonial Secretary to th Colonial ‘T'rea- 
sorr (Mr. G. Mitchell Innes) and the 
Secretary of State's despatch on tha result 
of the inquiry :-— 

(Colonial Seoretary to Mr N. G. 
Mitchall- Innes) 
Qolonial Seoretary'a Oifice, 
Hongkong, 1th April, 1893. 

Sir,—I am diractod to inform you that 
tho Governor haa perused the Report of 
the Commission appointed Lo enquire into 
tho Treasaty ‘dofalcations, copy of which 
has been forwarded to you\with my letter 
of oven date, with oxtrome rogrot. 

yz, From tho Report aud the Evidenca 
attached to it, His Excellency is upable to 
| avpid the conclusioa that you have continu- 
ously nogleoked tho duties of your offica. 
Quite irrespective of any obligationa cast 
apon you by tbe Financial Instructions, it 
was your elementary duly ae Troasorer not 
only to sec that the revenue was promptly 
collected, butto see that when it reached 
your Offica it was all immediately placed to 
the credit of the Government. This is, in 
fact, the primary duty of all Treasurers, 
and it waa obviously the primary duty 
of the office to which you were sp- 
pointed st the beginning of 189i, 
‘and for which you have’ since bean 
drawing your salery. Bat tho Governor, 
to hia great surprise end regret, learns 
from the Report of the Commission, and 
the Evidence recorded by them, that so far 
ae et present appcera neither by checking 
your books, oor in any other way that 
could be discovered by the Commission, 
have you takon avy steps to fulfil your 
duty of.ansuring that the revenue which 
reachet your Office was oll placed to the 
aredit of the Government, His Excolloncy 
forthor learns that the reault of this neglect 
of daty.on your part has been that wis- 
appropriations of public moneys in the 
Treasury, which commenced before you 
assamed charge, remained undetected for 
yours, acd continued on a large scale during 
your tenure of offioe. a8 

3, Io these ciroumatances it haa been 
His Excellensy’s painful duty to consider 
whether it was necosuary in the public 
interest to interdict you from office pending 
the enqdiry into-and ssttlement of your 
case. His Excellency has decided that it 
fy not nocossary; Io view of the books 
haying vow hset brought up to date, and 
of other circumstances, Hia Excotloney is 
satiafied that there is do such riek of fur- 
ther misappropristions of public meneys in 
the Treasury, during the time that will be 
required for enquiring into and settling 
your caso, as to ppceseitata ‘your. interdic- 
tion from office..." i 

4, The Governor bat next cousidered 
whether stops. should be taken under the 
Colonial “Regulations with a yiew to your 
auspension from ofice. On this point His

sequent you to. be4o goodaa to furniah me 
Bt your eatly convenience with any explan- 
ation or etatement that you may wish to ba 
considered by the Seosctary of State.

Sir,—I have given very careful coneidera- 
tion to your Confidential despatch of the 
26th offApril last, reporting upon the serious 
defaloations which have ooourred in tho 
Hongkong Trossury, and.enclosing copies of 
the Report of the Commissioners appointed 
to inquire into the matter, and of correa> 
pondenoe with Public Officers arising out of 
that Report. : 

2. It appeers from these popers that 
Alves, the late firat Clerk in the Treasury, 
embezzled in the course of the five years, 
1888 to 1892, nearly $68,000 of publio 
money, aud the ciroumstances which enabled, 
him to do this are very olsarly explained by 
the Commissioners, to whom the Colouial 
Government is indebted for a vory careful 
snd clear Roport. I concur in their con~ 
clusions ss to the persone who, by neglect 
or omission of duty, allowed the traude to 
becommitted. Omitting the names of minor 
delinquents, the officers ohiefly to blame 
wore !— 

{i) The lote Mr Lister, for authorizing 
Alves to sign recoipta, for engagihg a 
Shroff, who could not read English, 
and for failing to cange the Rent Boll 
to be made up at the proper time, al- 
though this omission was brought to 
his notice by au Audit olork, 

(ii) Mr Wodehouse, symetime Aoting 
‘Treasurer, for neglect in not causing 
the Rent Rolla of 1887, 1888 and 1889 
to be made up at the proper time. 

(iii) Mr May, who -acted for a short 
time as Treasurer, for similar neglect 
to which hie attention was drawn :b 
the Auditor, Mr Nioolte. 

{iv} Mr Mitchell-Inoes, for not causing 
the Rent Rolls to be made up al- 
though his attention was similarly 
called to tha matter by Mr Nicolle; 
for failing to make himaolf acquainted 
with the msoner in whioh public 
business waa being conducted in his 
Department, and for misreediog and 
not enforcing the Inatruotions inid 
down for the conduct of business ia 
his Office. 

(v) Mr Nicolle, for oot reporting io 
writing to tha Government tho 
negleot of duty on the part of the 
Treasurer ond Acting Treasurer, 
which prevented him from duly dis- 
obarging his duties ae Auditor. 

3. The officer to whom the heaviest amount 
of blame must be attributed is unquestion- 
ably. Mr Mitobell-{anes; and I regret to 
observe that he bas uot improved his position 
by the tune and tomper of ig defence, Ha, 
no doubt, misapprebended the relative duties 
of a Treasurer and an Auditor ; but in oda+ 
sidering the weight to be attached. to this 
erouse, it must be dora in mind that, 
upon bis appointment ag ‘Treasurer, he 
received spocial instruction ns to the respon- 
aibilities and duties ot hie office, namely 
those conveyed, in my predecessor's despateh 
No, 194 of the 11th of September, 1890; 
and algo that in the same year Financial 
Jnotructions for Hongkong were drawn up, 
which, if they had beon followed with even 
ordinary intelligence, would have prevented 
the later defaloations, or at tenet have led to 
their earlier detection, Although Me Mit- 
obell-Fones had, prior to being appointed 
Treasuror, nu special tinsuolal experieuce, 
an officer of bis standing and experience 
must be taken to have been wall aware that 
it is a Treasurer's duty to close aad balance 
his books at the end ef the year, and that 
it is the duty of every head of a department 
to be thoroughly acquainted with the man- 
ner in which the business of his Office is 
conducted, and to satisfy himself by constant 
peraunal investigation that bis Statf conform 
in all reapects to the rules and regulations. 
Further, it might have been expected that 
a gentlemua who after a comparatively 
short service had bees promoted to a new 
and important position, Would have sought 
to justify the exceptional confidence repuaed 
in him by setting himsslf to master and 
improve the edministration of his Depart- 
ment, isatead of ncguicscing in arrange- 
ments made by his predecessurs, which, as 
it happens, have proved to be defective, and 
assuming that those wtrangemente were be- 
ing faithfally observed by hie staff. 

6, Aa to the action to be taken in the 
case, I have to observe that whilst [ oon 
sider that it would be harsh to require Mr 
Mitohell-lunes to make good to tho Coloniel 
Government the full amount of the defaloa- 
tion which ocourred during his control of the 
Treasury, | muet mark my sence of his 
shortcomings, by directing that, as a coudi- 
tion ot his remaining ia the publio service 
he be required to pay into the Colonit 
‘Treasury 11 fine of $!,00) which may, if he 
prefers it, bo paid in such instulments as yor 

may thiok reasouable. It. will ateo be your 
duty to convey to him o severe censure from 
me ou hiy shortcomioga in the conduct of 
his Departmont and bis neglect to comply 
with the requirements of the Auditor. 

6, Farther, as he bas not justified bis 
selection for the headship of a department 
in Hongkong, it will be necessary for ms to 
arrange, if possible, for his transfer to 
another Colony. But such tranafer will not 
mean a promotion, but I trust that elee- 
where and in -the discharge of different 
duties he will gain the coufidenca of the 
Government under which he ‘server, and 
thus possibly baild up a claim to promotion 
hereatter. K 

7, Mr Wedehousa and Me May must 
alao be censured, but lesa severely for 
their respective shures in the responeibility 
for what happened. {am glad, however, to 
add that I regard the blame which attaches 
to Mr, May as comparatively slight, aud I 
recognise that he shawed zeal and capacity 
io other respecte duriog hie slort tenure of 
the office of Treaaurer,, : 

8. As regards Mr Nivolle’s share ia the 
matter, I shall not anticipate the judgmant 
of the Comptroller and Auditor General. 
It must, bowever, be resognised that his 
position was a difficult one, and that as a 
now cower to the Colony, called upon'to in~ 
troduce and carry out a system to whiob 
there was strong Local hostility, it wae in- 
telligible that he should have shrank from 
what might seem to others a neadlesely rigid 
interpretation of hia duties; and, after vel, 
it. was to him that. the discovery of the 
frauds was ultimately due. 

9 I presume that Alves’ security bond 
has been enforced svas to recover a portion 
of the amount embezzled hy him, and I 
take the opportunity of asking whether this 
course was actually taken ia the-Bartadas 
cane, in accordance with paragreph 11 of my 

edecessor's despatch x , WL of the Lith 
of September, 1890, 


40. Ihave observed with some surprise 
the confusion, of mind exhibited by Mr 
Mitchell-Iunes and athérs aa to the relative 
responsibilities of accounting and auditing 


officers. Me Mitchell-Inues, for instance, 


showed & disposition to advance a theory J. 


that itis not the duty of the Tressurer bat 
the duty of the Auditor alone to ses that 
the Goveroment is not defrsuded of Ro 
venue. ‘The propit view of the responsi: 


: bilities of a Tronsurer- was setforth more 
‘than: once, viz.; (1) in Lord Kauteford’s 
despatch of the 11th of September, 1890 to 
which reference has ijust been made, 
the Financial Instructions, and @} guito 
recontly in my despatch No. 70 of the 2ist 
of April fast. ; 

“T toust that it has now been mado per- 
fectly clear to the public service of Hong. 
kong that the Acdit of Revento by tho 
Leeat Auditor is intonded, not to relieve 
tho Treasuter of responsibility, but to 
apcure. tho performance of his duty, that 
tho Tressurer is repansiblo for the collec. 
tion, receipt and safe keeping fot. Govorn- 
tment monoy, that, if the Auditor finds that 
the Reventis ia being defrauded by the pu- 
Dtio, it is prima facie evidence of noglect or 
Maxity of duty on the part of the ‘Treasurer, 
and that if tho Treasury Staff ignore 
financial regtlations and erabezzlc public 
fanda, in course either of receipt of or pay- 
mont, itis the Treasurer who will, unless 
in exceptional ‘ciroumstances, be hold 
pecaniarily responsible” for the accruing 
Joss.” 

11. Lobssrve that it is stated in these 
papers that there is great pressure on the 
Peeasury during the first few daya after the 
dates at which renta or taxes become dus. 
{ would sugyest that it might bo possible 
to classify the persona liable to pay ronta 
and taxa, and to arrange with them that 
they should make their payments ot tho 
Treasury during pattioular weeks or on 
particular days, within 9 certain limit of 
time after the date at which the paymonts 
fall legally due. Under present oiroume- 
tances, these taxes cannot be filly collect- 
edin a shorter time thao throe months, 
and the Government would not, therefore, 
as for as I can judge, be seriously damuifi- 
ed by the proposed arrangement, which 
would have the advautage of obviating the 
pressuro complained of. cok 

12. It seems to me doubtful whether the 
Shroffs at tho Treasury, who recaive public 
money, should bo allowed to use private 
chops for stamping the receipts. which are 
givon to the publio, and Ishould bo glad to 
know whother chops could not be provided 
for them besring, in addition "to thoir own 
personal device, the Royal Orown cr some 
suitablo publio embiem. A die-sinker 
would presumably hesitate to execute such 
achop if asked to do so by a private por- 
gon, a8 the presamption would at once arise 
that he desired to possess himself of a for- 
god chop. 

18. It ocours to me, further, that if tho 
Receipts for Crown Rents and their coun- 
terfoils are, as no doubt they are, number- 
ed, and if, when a rent is recorded as paid 
in the Reut Roll the numbor of the Receipt 
wore entered in that record, the Auditor, 
would havs no diffonity in deteoting any 
case in which a payment thoro recorded as 
made had po tally among the countarfoils 
or in the Ossh Book, 

14, In conclusion I note that it would 
seem from the evidence taken by the Com- 
missioners that Alves’ dishonesty was trace- 
able to bnilding speculations oo his part, 
and that these speculations werc more or 
loss matter of notoriety. I trnat that the 
rules which were enclosed in your despatch 
No. 292 of the 12th October lsst are baing 
Tigidly carried out, for it cannot be too soon 
underatood in the Government service that 
jobbing and speculation in real proporty 
will be assumed to be incompatible with 
honest and honourable discharge of public 
duties. 

15. 1 om not-awaro that there is any 
potticular reason why this despatch and the 
decpatch to whioh it is an answer sbould be 
kept confidential, but leave the matter to 
your discrativo.

THE MORPHINE ORDINANCE. 


Tho following reports on the practice of 
Morphine Injection were Isid before the 
Legislative Council this afternoon by com: 
mand of Bis Excellency the Governor :— 


(Opium Farmers to Colonial Treasure ») 
Hongkoug, May 24, 1593, 

Sir,—The Propared Opinm Ordinance of 
1891, section 10, provides for the prepara. 
tion and sale of prepared opium, and the 
word ‘preparation’ by the interpretation 
clause in the Ordinance is stated thus: 
‘the subjecting of opium of svy kind to 
any degree of artificial heat, for any pur- 
puse whatever shall be taken to be the pre- 
paring of auch opium.’ 

In the latter part of section 10 it is pro- 
vided ‘thot no miodical practitioner, 
chomist or druggist, not being a Chinese. 
or being such snd having s Burvpesn or 
American diploma. shall be prevented from 
proparing or celling opium bond fide for mee 
dical purposes. 

Within the last few months a numb-r of 
establishments have been opened in Hong- 
kong, to which thono who have acquired 
the habit of opium-amoking have been 
induced to resort for the purpose of having 
® preparation of opium admin‘stered by 
means of subcutanavus infections, As the 
oharga made for ench injection is very 
sroail, large numbers of Chiness have beett 
induced to frequent thess houses, and we 
believe, that a considerable diminution in 
the receipts of the Farm urioing from the 
sale of propared opium for local consump- 
tion has been owing to this cause, Under 
these ciroumstances we would ask you to 
be good enough to suggest to the Govern= 
mont either some modification of tho law 
with reference to the sale of preparations 
of opium, or else that o Inw might be 
passed inaking the subcutancous injection 
of deuge, except under cortain restrictions 
and by a-doly-qualified modical man, pun- 
ishable effence. & 

We ore informed that s.large number of 
parsons have been soriously injured ip 
thoir health by having recourse to the 
places above mentioned, and as the prac- 
tice is at the same time likely to affect 
permanently the revenue of the Colony as 
well as tho present Opium Farmers, we 
foel justified in urging. you to bring’ the 
matter to the sotious attontion of the 
Colonial Government.

‘Tha injections of Morhpis ate mnde with 
the object of curing persone of thoir opium- 
amoking habits and the mothod is anid to 
havo been instituted by one of De Kort’s 
students, in Canton, Tt was commenced 
in Hongkong .on a small scale last 
year, but it is only within the last 
two or three months that it hus attained 
to its proent extensive use. Thero aro 
in tho Colony, including Abardcen, 
Shaukiwan and Yaumati, sbout eighteen 
places in which about ono thousand per- 
sons reccive injections twice a day. 
There are s faw, who no longer usc it, who 
claim to have beon completely cured of 
their opium-amoking habits by it; but 
others 
back to epium-smoking. 

‘A coolio who would smoke 5 or 6 cents’ 
worth of opium a day only pays 1 cont for 
esch injection, so that he eaves 3 or $conts 
a day ond obtains an equal effect, while nt 
the samo time he is getting cutod of the 
opium smoking. 

Tho Morphia used is purchased at the 
dispsnsarios as a powder at $40 a Ib., 
by one or two men, who dissolve it in 
water and eel! the eolution to the injectors. 
There inject the liquid under the skin, st 
the muscles of the arms, with small 
hypodermic ayringes, which are also pur- 
chased at the disponsaries. Tho operator 
begins on a patient with a big dose, which 
he decreases daily, or once in two days, 
for about a month, when the cure should 
bo effected. 

Faw of thoss making the injeotions are 
even Ohineso medical practitioners and 
nove of them havo had training under for- 
eigners. The unrestricted use of such a 
drug by reokless and unqualified practi- 
tioners must be a great danger to the 
community and, like the unrestricted sale, 
agoms to call for the imposition of ave 
restriction as a safoguard. Whether Mor- 
phis in the chaps of 8 powder cowes under 


the Ordinance as a preparation of opium 
may be a question for the law oficers to 
decide, or if the Opium Farmor wishes, he 
could take up a case as a test case.

A anving claues in 
favour of practitiunere registered under 
Ordinance No. 8 uf 184¢ would, [ presume, 
be necessary, Native practitioners holding 
diplomas granted by the College of Medicine 
for Chinese should not be exempted from 
the operation of the Bill. Having regard 
to the profitable character of the business, 
as set forth in paragraph 10, tho temptation 
lo take up. the practice of injecting Mor- 
phine would ‘be great indeed.

15, These wretched orentures will not be 
able to satisfy the inevitable craving bya 
return to opium amoking. T said to the 
man Chu & Yes on the 28th ultimo—* Why 
don’t you stop ‘it? You willdio if you go 
on at this rate.’ He replied, ‘ How can 1? 
Iam a poor man and can’t afford te buy 
opium for smoking. IfI stoke opium again 
it will cost me twicons much as it did be- 
fore. 

16. Poverty on the one hand and the ex- 
orbitant oharge mude by the Opium larmer 
for the smoking extract on the other are in 
my opinion the chief causes ‘of the introduc.
